The Price Robbery 
Ts President's wage- price order sets a Federal limit 
upon wage raises. And— it is a short-cut to an increase 
in prices and the cost of living. 

That is the substance of the order. Labor should not 
be blinded by some temporary immediate wage conces- 
sions that may appear-to flow from the President’s order. 

Labor has been demanding the right to free collec- 
tive bargaining, an end to all wage freezing and continued 
and effective control of prices. 

The President’s order decrees a return of collective 
bargaining under government supervision, and a limit on 
wage raises to the falsely estimated 33 percent rise in the 
cost of living since January, 1941. It yields to corporation 
blackmail for price increases. 

True, the current strikes may be settled on the basis 
: of the 15 to 20 percent raise pattern being set in steel 

and auto. But the policy of compensating the employers 
handsomely through price raises will inevitably force labor 
to raise new wage demands. Labor will then come up 
against both the arrogant resistance of the trusts and 
the government’s new wage freezing formula. 

The wage raises demanded by the workers today 
would only make up for their losses brought about by the 
rise in the cost of living and productive efficiency. The
